LOBBYIST REGISTRATION FEE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 2 Administration, 
Article VII Ethics, Division 3 Lobbyists, Sec. 2-633 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as 
follows: 

Sec. 2-633. Information and fees required of registrants. 

(a) Within 30 days of engaging in any activity which requires such person to register, and 
subsequently between January 1 and January 20 of each year, every person required to register under 
Section 2-631 shall file in the office of the Clerk a written statement, subscribed under oath before a 
notary public, containing the following information: 

(1) The registrant's name, permanent address and temporary address (if any) while 
lobbying. 

(2) The registrant's business affiliation and business address, or, if none, the 
statement that the registrant is a sole proprietor. 

(3) With respect to each person on behalf of which the registrant acts as a lobbyist: 

a. The name, business address, permanent address and nature of the 
business of the person; and 

b. Whether the relationship is expected to involve compensation or 
expenditures or both; and 

c. A brief description of the County matter in reference to which such 
service is to be rendered. 

(4) The name, business address, and permanent address of each person employed by 
the registrant to perform such lobbying services or who appears on behalf of the 
registrant. 

(5) A picture of the registrant. 

(6) Registrants shall pay an annual, non-refundable, non-transferable filing fee as set 
out in Section 32-1, per entity and a separate fee per exclusive lobbyist, payable 
to the Clerk upon filing. 
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(b) In the event any substantial change or addition occurs with respect to the information 
required by this division to be contained in the registration statement, including the addition or 
subtraction of a client, an amendment to the statement shall be filed with the Clerk within 14 days. 

(c) In addition to other penalties provided in this division, any person filing a late registration 
under this section shall be assessed a late filing fee as set out in Section 32-1 per day the registration is 
late, payable to the Clerk upon filing. Any person filing a late registration after January 31 shall also be 
subject to a penalty of $100.00 per day, to be levied as set forth in Section 2-637. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 32 Fees, 
Sec. 32-1 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows:

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY HOSPITAL ASSESSMENT ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 38 Health and Human 
Services, Article IV, Sections 38-56 through 38-63 are hereby enacted as follows: 
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Sec. 38-56. Definitions. 

The following words, terms and phrases, when used in this division shall have the meanings 
ascribed to them in this section, except where the context clearly indicates a different meaning: 

Case Mix Index means, for any given hospital, the quotient that is the result of dividing the sum 
of DRG weights for all Medicaid admissions in State fiscal year 2005 by the sum of Medicaid admissions 
in State fiscal year 2005. This calculation excludes admissions for rehabilitation care, psychiatric care and 
transplants. 

CMS means the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services of the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services. 

DHFS means the Illinois Department of Healthcare and Family Services. 

DPH means the Illinois Department of Public Health. 

Fund means the County Provider Trust Fund 

Hospital means an institution, place, building, or agency located in Cook county that is subject to 
licensure by the Illinois Department of Public Health under the Hospital Licensing Act, whether public or 
private and whether organized for profit or not-for-profit. 

Hospital Provider means a person licensed by the Illinois Department of Public Health to 
conduct, operate, or maintain a hospital, regardless of whether the person is a Medicaid provider. For 
purposes of this paragraph, “person” means any political subdivision of the State, municipal corporation, 
individual, firm, partnership, coiporation, company, limited liability company, association, joint stock 
association, or trust, or receiver, executor, trustee, guardian, or other representative appointed by order of 
the court. 

Medicaid Percentage means the State fiscal year 2005 Medicaid inpatient utilization rate. 

Occupied Bed Days means the sum of the number of days that each bed was occupied by a patient 
for all beds during calendar year 2005. Occupied bed days shall be computed separately for each hospital 
operated or maintained by a hospital provider. The 2005 Annual Survey of Hospitals conducted by the 
Illinois Department of Public Health will be the source data for Occupied bed days. 

Revenue Department means the Cook County Department of Revenue. 

Urban Area means an area located within a metropolitan statistical area, as defined by the U.S. 
Office of Management and Budget in OMB Bulletin 04-03, dated February 18, 2004, with a city with a 
population in excess of 50,000 or a total population in excess of 100,000. 

Sec. 38-57. Assessment. 

Subject to Sections 38-58 (Exemptions) and 38-62 (Applicability), Beginning July 1, 2008, an 
annual assessment is imposed on each Hospital Provider in Cook County in an amount equal to the 
Hospital’s occupied bed days multiplied by $184.72. 
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The Revenue Department shall use the number of occupied bed days as reported by each hospital 
on the 2005 Annual Survey of Hospitals conducted by the DPH to calculate the Hospital’s annual 
assessment. If there are data errors in the reported sum of a hospital’s occupied bed days as determined 
by the Revenue Department, then the County may obtain the sum of occupied bed days from any source 
available, including, but not limited to, records maintained by the Hospital Provider, which may be 
inspected at all times during business hours of the day by the County or its duly authorized agents and 
employees. 

Sec. 38-58. Exemptions. 

(a) A Hospital Provider that is owned or operated by the State or by an instrumentality of a 
unit of government within the State is exempt from the assessment imposed by Section 38- 
57(Assessment). 

(b) A Hospital Provider whose Hospital does not charge for its services is exempt from the 
assessment imposed by Section 38-57 (Assessment). 

Sec. 38-59. Payment of assessment; penalty 

(a) Beginning July 1, 2008, the annual assessment imposed by Section 38-57 (Assessment) 
shall be due and payable in monthly installments, each equaling one-twelfth of the assessment for the 
year, on the third County business day of each month. No installment payment of an assessment imposed 
by Section 38-57 (Assessment) shall be due and payable, however, until after: (i) the Revenue 
Department receives written notice from the DHFS that the payment methodologies to Hospitals listed 
under Section 38-63 (Hospital access maintenance payments) have been approved by the CMS and the 
waiver under 42 CFR 433.68 for the assessment imposed by Section 38-57 (Assessment), if necessary, 
has been granted by the CMS; and (ii) payments listed under Section 38-63 (Hospital access preservation 
payments) have been made to the Hospital on the first day of each month that is both a County business 
day and a State business day. 

Upon notification of approval of the payment methodologies listed under Section 38-63 (Hospital access 
preservation payments) and the waiver under 42 CFR 433.68 for the assessment imposed by Section 38- 
57 (Assessment), if necessary, has been granted by the CMS; all monthly installments otherwise due 
under Section 38-57 (Assessment) prior to the date of notification shall be due and payable to the 
Revenue Department upon written direction from the County and receipt of the payment methodologies 
listed under Section 38-63 (Hospital access preservation payments). 

(b) The Revenue Department is authorized to establish delayed payment schedules for 
Hospital Providers that are unable to make installment payments when due under this Section due to 
financial difficulties, as determined by the Revenue Department. 

(c) If a Hospital Provider fails to pay the full amount of an installment when due, there shall, 
unless waived by the Revenue Department for reasonable cause, be added to the assessment imposed in 
Section 38-57 (Assessment) a penalty equal to 5% of the amount of the installment not paid on or before 
the due date plus 5% of the portion thereof remaining unpaid on the last day of each 30-day period 
thereafter. 

Section 38-60. Notice. 

(a) The Revenue Department shall send an annual notice of assessment to every Hospital 
Provider subject to assessment under this Ordinance. The initial notice of assessment shall notify the 
Hospital of its assessment and shall be sent after receipt by the DHFS of notification from the CMS that 
the payment methodologies listed under Section 38-63 (Hospital access preservation payments) and, if 
necessary, the waiver granted under 42 CFR 433.68 have been approved. The notice shall be on a form 
prepared by the Revenue Department and shall state the following: 
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(1) The name of the Hospital Provider. 

(2) The address of the Hospital Provider’s principal place of business from which the 
provider engages in the occupation of hospital provider in this County, and the 
name and address of each hospital operated, conducted, or maintained by the 
provider in this County. 

(3) The occupied bed days, the annual amount of the assessment imposed under 
Section 38-57 (Assessment) and the amount of each monthly installment to be 
paid. 

(4) Other reasonable information as determined by the Revenue Department. 

(b) If a Hospital Provider conducts, operates or maintains more than one Hospital licensed by 
the DPH, the provider shall pay the assessment for each Hospital separately. 

(c) Notwithstanding any other provision in this Ordinance, in the case of a person or entity 
that ceases to conduct, operate, or maintain a hospital in respect of which the person is subject to 
assessment under this Ordinance as a Hospital Provider, the assessment for the year in which the 
cessation occurs shall be adjusted by multiplying the assessment computed in under Section 38-57 
(Assessment) by a fraction, the numerator of which is the number of days in the year during which the 
provider conducts, operates, or maintains the hospital and the denominator of which is 365. Immediately 
upon ceasing to conduct, operate, or maintain a Hospital, the person or entity shall pay the assessment for 
the year as so adjusted (to the extent not previously paid). 

(d) Notwithstanding any other provision in this Ordinance, a Hospital Provider who 
commences conducting, operating or maintaining a Hospital, upon notice by the Revenue Department 
shall pay the assessment computed under Section 38-57 (Assessment) and subsection (e) in installments 
on the due dates occurring after the due dates of the initial notice. 

(e) Notwithstanding any other provision in this Ordinance, in the case of a Hospital Provider 
that did not conduct, operate, or maintain a Hospital throughout calendar year 2005, the assessment for 
that Hospital Provider shall be computed on the basis of hypothetical occupied bed days for the full 
calendar year as determined by the Revenue Department. 

(f) The Revenue Department shall provide a Hospital Provider a reasonable opportunity to 
request a clarification or correction of any clerical or computational errors contained in the calculation of 
its assessment. 

Sec. 38-61. Disposition of proceeds. 

On a monthly basis, the Revenue Department shall deposit all monies received from Hospital 
Providers under this Ordinance into the County Provider Trust Fund to be distributed to Hospitals, 
including Hospitals that may be owned by the State or owned by an instrumentality of a unit of 
government within the State. Cook County through its Revenue and Finance Department shall negotiate 
an administrative reimbursement fee with the State to be paid to the County which shall be based on the 
administrative costs to implement the Assessment in addition to the Hospital access preservation 
payments. 
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Sec. 38-62. Applicability. 

(a) The assessment imposed by Section 38-57 (Assessment) shall not take effect or shall 
cease to be imposed if the DHFS makes changes in 89 Illinois Administrative Code that reduce payments 
made to Hospital Providers following CMS approval of these methodologies. 

(b) The assessment imposed by Section 38-57 (Assessment) shall not take effect or shall 
cease to be imposed if the assessment is determined to be an impermissible assessment by the CMS. 

Sec. 38-63. Hospital access preservation payments. 

The assessment imposed in Section 38-57 (Assessment) shall not be imposed until and unless the 
DHFS gains federal approval and, subject to State appropriations, begins making payments for the 
following rate methodologies which are in addition to payments made by DHFS under existing 
reimbursement policies. 

(a) To preserve access to hospital services, the DHFS shall make payments to hospitals as set 
forth in this Section, except for hospitals described in Section 38-58 for subsections (b) through (p). 
These payments shall be made on a monthly basis beginning July 1, 2008 except where explicitly stated 
otherwise in this Section. 

(b) Obstetrical care adjustment payments. The DHFS shall pay each Cook County hospital 
that in State fiscal year 2005 had a Medicaid inpatient utilization rate in excess of 35% and that in that 
same year provided in excess of 3,750 Medicaid obstetrical days of care, an amount equal to $1,145 
multiplied by each Medicaid obstetrical day of care provided by the hospital in State fiscal year 2005. 

(c) Medicaid high volume adjustment payments. The DHFS shall pay each general, acute 
care hospital with a case mix index greater than .5, and that provided more Medicaid days of care in State 
fiscal year 2005 than in State fiscal year 2003 and that in State fiscal year 2005 provided more than 
12,000 Medicaid inpatient days of care and that is located in the county of Cook or that in State fiscal 
year 2005 provided more than 28,000 Medicaid inpatient days of care (including crossover days), an 
amount equal to $650 multiplied by each Medicaid day of care provided by the hospital in State fiscal 
year 2005. Each hospital qualifying for this payment will also be paid by the DHFS an additional amount 
equal to $2,100 for each Medicaid inpatient day of care in excess of 27,000 days provided in State fiscal 
year 2005. 

(d) Medicaid services expansion payments. The DHFS shall pay each Illinois general, acute 
care hospital with a case mix index greater than .7 that also experienced at least a 20% increase in its 
Medicaid inpatient utilization rate between State fiscal year 2005 and State fiscal year 2006 or each 
general, acute care hospital with a case mix index greater than .65 that also experienced at least a 35% 
increase in its Medicaid inpatient utilization rate between State fiscal year 2005 and State fiscal year 
2006, an amount equal to $1,650 multiplied by each Medicaid day of care provided by the hospital in 
State fiscal year 2005. The DHFS will also pay each general, acute care hospital with a case mix index 
greater than .775 that also experienced at least a 25% increase in its Medicaid inpatient utilization rate 
between State fiscal year 2004 and State fiscal year 2006 an amount equal to $1,030 multiplied by each 
Medicaid day of care provided by the hospital in State fiscal year 2005. 

(e) High Volume DSH payments. The DHFS shall pay each hospital that in State fiscal year 
2005 provided more than 30,000 Medicaid inpatient days of care and that also had an MIUR in excess of 
80%, an amount equal to $360 multiplied by each Medicaid day of care provided by the hospital in State 
fiscal year 2005. 
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(f) Psychiatric services preservation payments. 

(1) The DHFS shall pay each Illinois psychiatric hospital that provided in excess of 
4,000 Medicaid inpatient days in State fiscal year 2005 and each general acute 
care hospital with a distinct part psychiatric unit that provided over 4,000 
Medicaid inpatient psychiatric days in State fiscal year 2005 an amount equal to 
$235 multiplied by the number of Medicaid inpatient psychiatric day of care 
provided in State fiscal year 2005. 

(2) For each hospital qualifying under (e) (1) that is paid a per diem rate for 
Medicaid inpatient psychiatric services that, as of July 1, 2007, was less than 
$363.77 and that provided in excess of 16,000 Medicaid inpatient psychiatric 
days in State fiscal year 2005, the DHFS will pay an amount equal to $480 
multiplied by the number of Medicaid inpatient psychiatric days of care provided 
in State fiscal year 2005. 

(g) Trauma center adjustment payments. 

(1) The DHFS shall pay an additional payment to each general acute care hospital 
that as of January 1, 2005, was designated as a Level II trauma center and that 
had a case mix index in excess of 1.0. The payment shall equal $1,175 
multiplied by the number of Medicaid inpatient days provided in State fiscal year 
2005. 

(2) The DHFS shall pay an additional payment to each children’s hospital that, as of 
January 1, 2005, was designated a Level I pediatric trauma center and that had a 
case mix index in excess of 2.0. The payment shall equal $430 multiplied by the 
number of Illinois Medicaid inpatient days provided in State fiscal year 2005. 

(h) Acuity-based adjustment payments. 

(1) The DHFS shall pay each general acute care hospital having a case mix index in 
excess of 1.0 and that provided in excess of 3,400 Medicaid inpatient days in 
State fiscal year 2005, an amount equal to $525 multiplied by the number of 
Illinois Medicaid inpatient days provided in State fiscal year 2005. 

(2) The DHFS shall pay each general acute care hospital having a case mix index in 
excess of .8, that was deemed a disproportionate hospital by the DHFS in State 
fiscal year 2005, and that provided in excess of 10,000 Medicaid inpatient days 
in State fiscal year 2005, an amount equal to $820 multiplied by the number of 
Illinois Medicaid inpatient days provided in State fiscal year 2005. 

(3) The DHFS shall pay each general acute care hospital having a case mix index in 
excess of .75 and that provided in excess of 22,000 Medicaid inpatient days in 
State fiscal year 2005, an amount equal to $175 multiplied by the number of 
Illinois Medicaid inpatient days provided in State fiscal year 2005. 

(i) Crossover adjustment payments. The DHFS shall pay each general, acute care hospital 
having a case mix index in excess of .725 and, for State fiscal year 2005, had a ratio of crossover days to 
total Medicaid days in excess of 50%, an amount equal to $2,260 multiplied by the number of Illinois 
Medicaid inpatient days provided in State fiscal year 2005. 
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(]) Rural CHAP adjustment payments. The DHFS shall pay each hospital that qualifies for 
Rural Critical Hospital Adjustment Payments and that had a Medicaid obstetrical rate that was at least 
one-half standard deviation above the mean Medicaid obstetrical rate during the CHAP base period an 
amount equal to the annual Rural Critical Hospital Adjustment Payment paid to these qualifying 
hospitals. 

(k) Indigent Care DSH payments. The DHFS shall pay each qualifying hospital, 
reimbursement to defray costs associated with the provision of care to the uninsured indigent. 

(l) High volume, high Medicaid outpatient payments. The DHFS shall pay each hospital 
that provided in excess of 23,000 Medicaid ambulatory procedure listing services in State fiscal year 2005 
that also had a Medicaid percentage in excess of 50% or a general, acute care disproportionate share 
hospital, an amount equal to $410 multiplied by the number of Medicaid ambulatory procedure listing 
services provided in State fiscal year 2005. Additionally, any hospital eligible to receive these High 
volume, high Medicaid payments that provided in excess of 45,000 Medicaid ambulatory procedure 
listing services in State fiscal year 2005 will receive an add-on payment equal to $60 multiplied by the 
number of Medicaid ambulatory procedure listing services provided in State fiscal year 2005 in excess of 
45,000. 


(m) Emergency care adjustment payments 

(1) The DHFS shall pay each Illinois hospital that provided in excess of 4,000 
Medicaid Group 3 ambulatory procedure listing services in State fiscal year 
2005, had a Medicaid percentage in excess of 37% and whose Medicaid 
Emergency level one ambulatory procedure listing services in State fiscal year 
2005 comprised more than 66.66% of its overall Medicaid Group 3 ambulatory 
procedure listing services in State fiscal year 2005, an amount equal to $470 
multiplied by the number of Medicaid Group 3 ambulatory procedure listing 
services provided in State fiscal year 2005. 

(2) The DHFS shall pay each Illinois hospital that provided in excess of 7,700 
Medicaid Group 3 ambulatory procedure listing services in State fiscal year 
2005, had a Medicaid percentage in excess of 24.5%, experienced Medicaid 
Group 3 ambulatory procedure listing services growth in excess of 23% between 
State fiscal year 2003 and State fiscal year 2005 and whose Medicaid Emergency 
level one ambulatory procedure listing services in State fiscal year 2005 
comprised more than 33% of its overall Medicaid Group 3 ambulatory procedure 
listing services in State fiscal year 2005, an amount equal to $375 multiplied by 
the number of Medicaid Group 3 ambulatory procedure listing services provided 
in State fiscal year 2005. 

(n) Complexity of care outpatient adjustment payments. The DHFS shall pay each Illinois 
hospital located in an urban area that provided in excess of 2,500 Medicaid Group 2 ambulatory 
procedure listing services in State fiscal year 2005, experienced Medicaid Group 2 ambulatory procedure 
listing services growth in excess of 33% between State fiscal year 2003 and State fiscal year 2005 and 
whose Medicaid group 2(a) ambulatory procedure listing services in State fiscal year 2005 comprised 
more than 35% of its overall Medicaid Group 2 ambulatory procedure listing services in State fiscal year 
2005, an amount equal to $660 multiplied by the number of Medicaid Group 2 ambulatory procedure 
listing services provided in State fiscal year 2005. 
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(o) Outpatient access preservation payments. The DHFS shall pay each Cook county hospital 
that experienced Medicaid ambulatory procedure listing services growth in excess of 15% between State 
fiscal year 2003 and State fiscal year 2005, an amount equal to $1,975 multiplied by the percentage 
growth in Medicaid ambulatory procedure listing services provided between State fiscal year 2003 and 
State fiscal year 2005 multiplied by the number of Medicaid ambulatory procedure listing services 
provided in State fiscal year 2005. 

(p) Rehabilitation outpatient adjustment payments. The DHFS shall pay each hospital that 
provided more than 5,000 Medicaid Group 6(a) ambulatory procedure listing services in State fiscal year 
2005, an amount equal to $990 multiplied by the number of Medicaid Group 6(a) ambulatory procedure 
listing services provided in State fiscal year 2005. 

(q) Comprehensive outpatient base adjustment payments. Beginning with dates of service 
on or after April 15, 2008, the DHFS shall pay an add-on of $55.50 to all Medicaid ambulatory procedure 
listing services, with the exception of Group 5 services, paid by the DHFS. 

(r) The DHFS shall pay John H. Stroger Jr. Hospital of Cook County an amount equal to

WHEREAS, the book goes on to note the number of visits Dr. King made to Chicago’s suburbs 
including Dr. King’s arrival at the Sahara Inn (now the Ramada Inn), 3939 Mannheim Road, Schiller 
Park, and a rally of thousands at the Village Green of Winnetka (Park) at Maple/Oak Street in Winnetka; 
and 

WHEREAS, on January 26, 1966 Dr. King rented a four room apartment at 1550 South Hamlin Avenue 
in Chicago and conducted a July 1966 march on Marquette Park and Gage Park to protest unfair housing 
practices in Chicago; and

WHEREAS, Article IV, Section 34-121 of the Cook County Code states: “All contracts for supplies, 
materials and equipment and contractual services for Cook County including the separately elected 
officials which involve an expenditure of more than $25,000.00 shall be approved by the Board of 
Commissioners and signed by the President of the Board, the County Purchasing Agent and the 
Comptroller; and 
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WHEREAS, Article IV, Section 34-121 of the Cook County Code further states: “All contracts for 
supplies, materials and equipment and contractual services for Cook County including the separately 
elected officials which involve an expenditure of less than $25,000.00 shall be approved by the 
Purchasing Agent; and 

WHEREAS, other local government entities with budgets and expenditures similar in size to that of the 
County require legislative body approval at higher expenditure amounts; and 

WHEREAS, a greater expenditure amount requiring legislative body approval produces a system of 
greater efficiency in that agendas for said legislative bodies are not encumbered by voluminous requests 
for approval of menial and routine expenditures which are necessary for the continued operation of 
County government and services; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Chicago, the Chicago Housing Authority, and Los Angeles County all have 
expenditure amounts, which require legislative body approval, of $100,000.00; and 

WHEREAS, the Office of the President and the Board of Commissioners, in the spirit of transparency 
and good government, intend to require Board approval in circumstances where the aggregate of 
expenditures to the same vendor, within the same fiscal year, and up to an amount equal to or greater than 
the expenditure amount which requires Board approval; and 

WHEREAS, the Department of Budget and Management Services compiles information, by fiscal year, 
for expenditures in an amount equal to or greater than the expenditure amount which requires Board 
approval from each Board Agenda section of contracts approved by the Board of Commissioners for all 
county departments; and 

WHEREAS, contracts over the current expenditure amount which requires Board approval total 
approximately $106,500,000.00 to $120,000,000.00 or 6% of the coiporate budget per fiscal year; and 

WHEREAS, currently the Purchasing Agent does not maintain a database of all contracts open market 
purchases under the current expenditure amount which requires Board approval, and therefore the Board 
has no information on the annual aggregate fiscal impact of open market purchases under the current 
expenditure amount which requires Board approval; and 

WHEREAS, it is prudent policy for the Purchasing Agent to be able to disclose and account for the 
number of open market purchases executed under the current expenditure amount which requires Board 
approval per fiscal year and the fiscal impact of executing these open market purchases. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
34 Finance, Article IV Procurement and Contracts, Section 34-121 of the Cook County Code is hereby 
amended as follows: 

Sec. 34-121. Contracts for supplies, material for work. 

All contracts for supplies, materials and equipment and contractual services for the County of Cook shall 
be let as provided in this Article IV. All contracts for supplies, materials and equipment and contractual 
services for Cook County including the separately elected Officials which involve an expenditure of more 
than $25,000.00 $100,000.00 shall be approved by the Board of Commissioners and signed by the 
President of the Board, the County Purchasing Agent and the Comptroller. All contracts for supplies, 
materials, and equipment and contractual service for Cook County including the separately elected 
Officials which involve an expenditure of less than $25,000.00 $100,000.00 shall be approved by the 
Purchasing Agenh ; however, all contracts for supplies, materials and equipment and contractual services 
for the Cook County, including the separately elected Officials, shall also require Board approval in 
circumstances where the aggregate of expenditures to the same vendor, within the same Fiscal year, add 
up to, or equal an amount greater than, $100,000.00. Supplies shall be issued only on the requisition of 
the responsible officers of the County institutions now or hereafter established by law, approved by the 
County Purchasing Agent. 
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BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 34 Finance, 
Article IV Procurement and Contracts, Section 34-123 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as 
follows: 

Sec. 34-123. Powers and duties of Purchasing Agent. 

(h) The County Purchasing Agent beginning FY 2008 shall compile information for all open 
market purchases under the expenditure amount which requires Board approval, including open market 
purchases entered into for a period exceeding one year and open market purchases under the expenditure 
amount which requires Board approval for separately elected officials. The Purchasing Agent shall 
submit a report to the Board on a quarterly basis of the total aggregate amount of all open market 
purchases under the expenditure amount which requires Board approval which are approved by the 
Purchasing Agent. This report shall also list each vendor with whom the county transacts an open market 
purchase under the expenditure amount which requires Board approval. 

Effective Date: This Ordinance shall be effective upon ninety (90) days after passage.

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 18 Courts, Article II, 
Section 18-41 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 18-41. A Fee to Support Victim Impact Panels for DUI Offenses. 

Beginning on March 1, 2008, the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook County shall collect a fee of 
$50.00 to be assessed as provided in this section. Assessments shall be collected by the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court and must be deposited into an account specifically for the provision of services offered to 
the County under contract by the Alliance Against Intoxicated Motorists and Mothers Against Drunk 
Drivers. 

The fee is to be paid as follows: 

1) The fee shall be paid by the defendant in criminal cases on a judgment of guilty or a grant 
of supervision under Section 625 ILCS 5/11-501 who are ordered to attend a Victim Impact Panel. 

This Ordinance shall not supersede any other Ordinance enacted by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, which establishes and sets fees to be charged for other services not previously listed and 
provided by the Cook County Circuit Court Clerk. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 32 Fees, 
Section 32-1 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 32-1. Fee schedule.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 
BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that: 

WHEREAS, effective, unified and forward-looking economic development stands as a vitally important 
vehicle for financial stability and revenue generation; and 

WHEREAS, economic vitality, financial stability and new revenue generation are determined to be 
important to the future of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Suburban Economic Development Commission was established to 
accelerate, coordinate and expedite economic development in suburban Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the success of the Cook County Suburban Economic Development Commission will result 
in economic vitality, financial stability and new revenue generation in Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Suburban Economic Development Commission will take advantage of 
federal resources that support and encourage new and emerging sustainable, environmentally-sound 
guidelines, designs, technologies and practices which meet U.S. Green Building Council and Leadership 
in Energy and Environmental Design (LEED) standards; and 

WHEREAS, a revised system of classifying real estate for the purposes of development and assessment 
is important to the long-term success of the Cook County Suburban Economic Development Commission; 
and 

WHEREAS, the long-term success of the Cook County Suburban Economic Development Commission 
is important to the long-term financial growth and stability of Cook County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
that: 

SECTION _: All of the aforedescribed “Whereas” clauses are adopted as part of this ordinance. 
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Sec. 74-62. System established; terms defined. 

(a) Established. The County hereby establishes the system of classifying real estate for the 
purposes of assessment for taxation set forth in this division. 

(b) Definitions. The following words, terms and phrases, when used in this division, shall 
have the meanings ascribed to them in this section, except where the context clearly indicates a different 
meaning: 

CCSEDC means Cook County Suburban Economic Development Commission. 

Deer Creek Development means the boundaries in Bloom Township bounded by Glenwood- 
Lansing Road on the north. Cook County Boundary on the south. State line of Indiana on the east and 
State Street on the west. 

Economic Impact Study means that which delineates employment, traffic impact, utility usage, 
clustering of potential complimentary businesses, revenue generation and distribution, existing and 
required infrastructure, and the need for the class (XI incentive. 

Tax Delinquent means property that has been delinquent in payments of their real estate taxes to 
Cook County, 

Underutilized means property that can be identified as having a highest and better use than 
existing conditions. 

Abandoned Property means property that has been left abandon with no usage of said property 
visible for the previous 5 years. 

LEED means Leadership in Energy and Environmental Design. 

USGBC means United States Green Building Council 

LEED Certification means the USGBC’s Green Building Rating System. 

Sec. 74-63. Assessment classes. 

Real estate is divided into the following assessment classes: 

Class (X). Real estate which is to be used for industrial or commercial purposes, including 
abandoned property, as defined in Section 74-62, including the land upon which such property is situated; 
or vacant land; where such real estate because market stagnation has not developed fully. 

a. _ To be eligible for a Class (X) classification an applicant must have received a 

certification from CCSEDC confirming objectives based on the industrial or 
commercial use. 

b. _ The owner of the property is rendered ineligible for the Class (X) classification 

by having previously owned or operated the site, directly or indirectly, or having 
partner or being associated through a family or business relationship with anyone 
who has owned or operated the site, or having a facility within Cook County to 
expand. A present owner who can successfully demonstrate to CCSEDC that the 
owner was not involved with the property’s lack of development is eligible for 
Class (X) classification. A facility that will double their facility and add 
employees if it is deemed to be relocation site within Cook County is eligible for 
Class (XI classification. 
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c. _ An applicant must obtain from the municipality in which the real estate is located 

or the County Board if the real estate is located in an unincorporated area, an 
ordinance or resolution expressly stating that the municipality or County Board, 
as the case may be, has determined that the incentive provided by Class (XI is 
necessary for development to occur on that specific real estate and that the 
municipality or County Board, as the case may be, supports and consents to the 
Class (X) application to the CCSEDC. A certified copy of the ordinance or 
resolution must be Filed at the time of application for the Class (X) classification. 
A copy of that ordinance or resolution, whichever is submitted, will be forwarded 
by the CCSEDC's Office to the Secretary of the Board for distribution to the 
members of the County Board from the affected districts. 

d. _ To qualify for the Class (X) classification, an application for Class (X) 

classification must be made within one year of the purchase of real estate and 
certification letter from CCSEDC. Where an application for Class (X) 
classification encompasses less than all of the contiguous property owned by the 
applicant upon which the purchase has been completed, the one year limitation 
will be waived for any subsequent separate application for Class (X) 
classification for the remainder or for additional portions of the property, 
provided that such subsequent application is made within seven years. 

e. _ Additionally, to qualify for the Class (X) classification, the estimated costs, 

including site investigation, testing, oversight, remediation and removal costs, 
monitoring, and engineering and legal fees associated with the development 
process, must total at least $10,000,000,00, and or contain 20 Acres of 
contiguous land or alternatively, must total at least 125 percent of the market 
value of the real estate as determined by the Assessor's property record card in 
the year prior to the most recent purchase, whichever is greater. 

f_ For industrial properties, once the 23-year incentive period has expired, the 

commercial Class (X) incentive will expire. The incentive classification will not 
be subject to renewal and the real estate shall revert to the applicable 
classification under this division. 

g. _ For commercial properties, once the 23-year incentive period has expired, the 

commercial Class (X) incentive will expire. The incentive classification will not 
be subject to renewal and the real estate shall revert to the applicable 
classification under this division. 

h. _ If, on January 1, 2008, a property is receiving any Class 6, 7, 8, C- & L incentive 

treatment, but the assessment level is higher than 16 percent, that taxpayer may 
apply for renewal as outlined above and receive a 10 percent assessment level for 
the prescribed period beginning after the filing and approval of the resolution and 
renewal application. However, if, as of that effective date, the taxpayer's 
assessment is higher than 16 percent and the taxpayer is granted a renewal of the 
incentive for subsequent been a years, no reduction of the current assessment 
level based on renewal of the incentive will be granted. If no renewal is obtained, 
the incentive shall be phased out over the next two years, pursuant to Section 74- 
64, After such twenty three year period in its totality the expiration of the 
incentive period, the real estate shall revert to the applicable classification under 
this division. In all matters that a property is receiving an incentive the 
maximum allotment would be 23 years total for the incentive on the property not 
withstanding any renewals or existing incentives through other Class incentives. 
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L_ The CCSEDC shall review the application and supporting documentation to 

determine eligibility for the Class (X) classification. The CCSEDC may adopt 
rules consistent with the foregoing necessary to ensure proper review of all 
factors relevant to determine initial and continued eligibility for the benefits 
provided under the Class (XI classification. 

_ The Assessor shall provide by rule for the filing of triennial reassessment reports 

by all Class (XI recipients as to the use of the property and the number of persons 
employed at the Class (X) site. Such reports shall be verified by CCSEDC. 
Failure to File such reports within the time established by the CCSEDC rules 
shall result in loss of the incentive for the period relating to the nonfiling. 

L_ The boundaries of the Class (X) shall be limited to the areas of south suburban 

townships that will include all townships located within the South and Southwest 
areas of Cook County and this will be initiated by a pilot program that is in 
Bloom Township bounded by Glenwood-Lansing Road on the north. Cook 
County Boundary on the south. State line of Indiana on the east and State Street 
on the west which will be referred to as the “Deer Creek Development District” 
for a period of 2 years of which the rest of the townships not mentioned in the 
pilot program will have full benefit of Class (XI incentives. 

L_ To qualify for Class (X) classification the property has to be located within the 

Deer Creek Development District for the first two years, the property has to be 
vacant, underutilized, contaminated, abandoned, tax delinquent or any 
combination of the previously mentioned criteria, LEED certification by the 
USGBC is required for new and rehabilitated properties. Prior to submittal for 
Class (X) classification, pre-annexation agreements between the developers and 
municipalities would be required for utilities, employment, and conformance 
with local planning and zoning. An economic impact study that delineates 
employment, traffic impact, utility usage, clustering of potential complimentary 
businesses, revenue generation and distribution, existing and required 
infrastructure, and the need for the class (X) incentive must be approved by the 
CCSEDC.

Market value percentages. 

The Assessor shall assess, and the Board of Appeals shall review, assessments on real estate in 
the various classes at the following percentages of market value:

(8) Class C: Industrial properties: 16 percent for first ten years, 23 percent in year 11 and 30 
percent in year 12; commercial properties: 16 percent for first ten years, 23 percent in 
year 11 and 30 percent in year 12. 

(9) Class 7a: 16 percent for first ten years, 23 percent in year 11 and 30 percent in year 12. 

(10) Class 7b: 16 percent for first ten years, 23 percent in year 11 and 30 percent in year 12. 

(11) Class 8:16 percent for first ten years and for any subsequent ten-year renewal periods; if 
the incentive is not renewed 23 percent in year 11 and 30 percent in year 12. 

(12) Class 9: 16 percent for an initial ten-year period, renewable upon application for 
additional ten-year periods. 

(13) Class S: 16 percent for the term of the Section 8 contract renewal under the mark up to 
market option, as defined herein, and for any additional terms of renewal of the Section 8 
contract under the mark up to market option. 

(14) Class L, renewable properties: 16 percent for first ten years and for any subsequent ten- 
year renewal periods; if the incentive is not renewed, 23 percent in year 11 and 30 percent 
in year 12; commercial properties: 16 percent for first ten years, 23 percent in year 11 and 
30 percent in year 12. 


(15) Class 10: 10 percent for the twenty three years and not renewal after twenty three years. 


(16) 

All ordinances or resolutions, or parts thereof, in conflict herewith are herebv repealed. 

(17) 

This ordinance shall become effective upon signature of the President of the Cook 


County Board of Commissioners, the elapse of ten (10) days after receipt bv the President 


of the Cook County Board of Commissioners without signature, veto, or upon override of 


a veto, whichever occurs first. 


Sec. 74-65. Qualifications for commercial development project status. 

(a) To qualify as a commercial development project under Class 7a or 7b, it is necessary that 
the project be located in an area in need of commercial development in that: 

(1) The area is, or has been within the last ten years, designated by Federal, State or 
local agency as a conservation, blighted or renewal area or an area encompassing 
a rehabilitation or redevelopment plan or project adopted under the Illinois Urban 
Renewal Consolidation Act of 1961, as amended, or the Commercial Renewal 
Re-development Areas Act of 1967, as amended, or that the area is located in a 
Federal Empowerment Zone or Enterprise Community, as proposed and 
approved by the County Board on June 22, 1994, or the Chicago City Council on 
May 18, 1994, or the Commercial District Development Commission Ordinance 
of the City of Chicago or designation of like effect adopted under any similar 
statute or ordinance; 
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(2) Real estate taxes within the area, during the last six years, have declined, 
remained stagnant or potential real estate taxes are not being fully realized due to 
the depressed condition of the area; 

(3) There is a reasonable expectation that the development, re-development or 
rehabilitation of the commercial development project is viable and likely to go 
forward on a reasonably timely basis if granted Class 7a or 7b designation and 
will therefore result in the economic enhancement of the area; 

(4) Certification of the commercial development project for Class 7a or 7b 

designation will materially assist development, redevelopment or rehabilitation 
of the area and the commercial development project would not go forward 
without the full incentive offered under Class 7a or 7b; and 

(5) Certification of the commercial development project for Class 7a or 7b 

designation is reasonably expected to ultimately result in an increase in real 
property tax revenue and employment opportunities within the area. 

(b) Prior to filing a Class 7a or 7b eligibility application with the Assessor, an applicant must 
obtain from the municipality in which the real estate is located, or the County Board if the real estate is 
located in an unincorporated area, an ordinance or resolution expressly stating that the municipality or 
County Board, as the case may be, has determined that the conditions of Subsections (a)(1)—(a)(5) of this 
section are present and that the municipality or County Board, as the case may be, supports and consents 
to the Class 7a or 7b application to the Assessor. A certified copy of such ordinance or resolution shall be 
included with the Class 7a or 7b application at the time of filing the application with the Assessor. A copy 
of the ordinance or resolution, whichever is submitted, will be forwarded by the Assessor's Office to the 
Secretary of the Board for distribution to the members of the County Board from the affected districts. 
The application shall include any other information deemed necessary by the Assessor. The applicant 
must demonstrate that the commercial development project qualifies for the Class 7a or 7b classification 
and shall bear the expense of doing so. 

(c) Inasmuch as the County desires to encourage economic development in the 
neighborhoods of the County, support the increased use of the incentive by smaller projects and to limit 
the expense of such applications, the Assessor shall liberally construe the requirements of Subsections 
(a)(1)—(a)(5) of this section for Class 7a applications. 

(d) The Assessor shall adopt rules, including a provision to ensure a proper review of the 
application and supporting data. 

(e) Certification of a commercial development project shall not be denied by reason of 
insufficient size if it otherwise qualifies hereunder. In determining what constitutes the "full incentive 
offered" as provided in Subsection (a)(4) of this section, consideration may be given to any lawful 
intergovernmental participation agreements under which the project developer has agreed, as a 
precondition to Class 7a or 7b certification, to share a portion of future profits with the appropriate taxing 
districts. 


(f) For Class 7a applications, where the Assessor finds that the conditions of Subsections 
(a)(1)—(a)(5) of this section exist, the Assessor shall, within 60 days after receipt of the application and 
necessary supporting data, certify the commercial development project eligible for Class 7a treatment 
under this division. 
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(g) In order to determine Class 7b applications, upon receipt of the application and all the 
necessary supporting data, the Assessor shall forward it to the Economic Development Advisory 
Committee of the County. The Committee shall within 30 days return the application to the Assessor with 
a finding stating whether the conditions of Subsections (a)(1)—(a)(5) of this section are present. The 
Assessor shall review the application, supporting data, findings of the Committee and other appropriate 
facts. Where the Assessor finds the conditions of Subsections (a)(1)—(a)(5) of this section exist, the 
Assessor shall, within 30 days of the receipt of the Committee's findings, certify the commercial 
development project eligible for Class 7b treatment under this division. 

(h) Class 7a and 7b certifications shall lapse within one year from the date of issuance unless 
new construction or substantial rehabilitation, or in the case of abandoned property, reoccupation of the 
commercial development project has commenced prior to its expiration. 

(i) To be certified as an area in need of substantial revitalization for purposes of Class 8 
classification it is necessary that: 

(1) The municipality in which the area is located or, if an unincorporated area, the 
County determine by lawful resolution that the area is in a state of economic 
depression and that it is not economically feasible for private enterprise to 
accomplish the necessary modernization, rehabilitation, and development of the 
area without public assistance and encouragement, or a determination of similar 
import; 

(2) The municipality or, if in an unincorporated area, the County applies to the 
Assessor for certification of the area as one in need of substantial revitalization; 

(3) Upon receiving an application to certify an area as in need of substantial 
revitalization, the Assessor shall review the application, supporting data and 
other appropriate factors relevant to a determination of the severity of the 
economic conditions of the area. In determining whether the "in need of 
substantial revitalization" requirement is met, the Assessor shall give strong 
consideration and substantial weight to the fact that an area is located in a 
Federal empowerment zone or enterprise community, as proposed and approved 
by the County Board on June 22, 1994, or the Chicago City Council on May 18, 
1994. 

(j) Upon finding that existing factors convincingly demonstrate that the area is in need of 
substantial revitalization, as defined in this division, the Assessor shall grant such certification to the area. 
In making this determination statistical data relevant to the surrounding area as well as the specific area 
for which certification is sought may be considered. The surrounding area for the City of Chicago shall be 
the community area as defined in this division; for all other areas in the County it shall be, where 
applicable, the municipality in which the area is located. 

(k) If a municipality within an Enterprise Community, as proposed and approved by the 
County Board on June 22, 1994, or the Chicago City Council on May 18, 1994, determines by municipal 
resolution that the area is in a state of economic depression and that it is not economically feasible for 
private enteiprise to accomplish the necessary modernization, rehabilitation, and development of the area 
without public assistance and encouragement, or a determination of similar import and submits a request 
for Class 8 certification, such certification shall be automatic pursuant to this division. However, each 
property eligible for a Class 8 incentive within the certified area must file an application in a timely 
manner. 
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(1) Any Class 6a incentive that is still active can be renewed. The Class 6a incentive is 
defined in this division. The renewal procedures described in Section 74-63 apply to Class 6a as well. 

Sec. 74-66. Property in two or more classes. 

Where a single parcel of real estate is partially included in two or more of the above-described 
classes, each portion shall be assessed at the assessment level herein prescribed for that class. 

Sec. 74-67. Assessor's status and progress report. 

A written report on the status and progress of the implementation of this division, or any 
amendments thereto, and all rules promulgated by the Assessor hereunder, shall be submitted by the 
County Assessor to the President and County Board annually on or before December 1. 

Sec. 74-68. Classification system to apply with tax assessment year. 

(a) The incentive provisions of this division provided to qualifying parcels of real estate for 
Class 6b, Class C, Class 7a, Class 7b and Class 8 shall expire on December 31, 2004, unless otherwise 
reviewed by action of the County. Real estate granted a Class 6, Class 6a, Class 6b, Class 7 or Class 8 
classification on or before December 31, 1994, shall retain such classification under the terms and 
conditions of this division prior to January 1, 1995. Real estate for which an application for Class 6a, 
Class 6b, Class 7 or Class 8 classification is filed with the Assessor on or before December 31, 1994, and 
which thereafter is determined by the Assessor to be eligible for the classification under the terms and 
conditions of this division after January 1, 1995, shall be entitled to receive such classification under such 
terms and conditions. 

(b) Real estate granted a Class 6b, Class 6c, Class 7a, Class 7b or Class 8 classification on or 
before December 31, 1999, shall retain such classification under the terms and conditions of this division 
prior to January 1, 2000. Real estate for which an application for Class 6b, Class 6c, Class 7a, Class 7b or 
Class 8 classification is filed with the Assessor on or before December 31,1999, and which thereafter is 
determined by the Assessor to be eligible for classification under the terms and conditions of this division 
existing prior to January 1, 2000, shall be entitled to receive such classification under such terms and 
conditions. 

(c) Real Estate granted a Class 6b, Class 7a, Class 7b or Class 8 classification on or before 
December 31, 2004, shall retain such classification under the terms and conditions of the Ordinance prior 
to January 1, 2005. Real estate for which an application for Class 6b, Class 7a, Class 7b or Class 8 
classification is filed with the Assessor on or before December 31, 2004, and which thereafter is 
determined by the Assessor to be eligible for classification under the terms and conditions of this 
Ordinance existing prior to January 1, 2005, shall be entitled to receive such classification under such 
terms and conditions. 

(d) Real Estate granted a Class 6b, Class 7a, Class 7b or Class 8 classification on or before 
December 31, 2007, shall retain such classification under the terms and conditions of the Ordinance prior 
to January 1, 2008. Real estate for which an application for Class 6b, Class 7a, Class 7b or Class 8 
classification is converted to a Class X filed with the CCSEDC on or before December 31, 2007, and 
which thereafter is determined by the CCSEDC to be eligible for classification under the terms and 
conditions of this Ordinance existing prior to January 1, 2008, shall be entitled to receive such 
classification under such terms and conditions.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

RESOLUTION REQUESTING THE SET ASIDE OF HOME FUNDS 
FOR THE TOWN OF CICERO 

WHEREAS, according to the 1990 U.S. Census, Cicero was reported to have 23,179 occupied housing 
units with a population of 67,436; and 

WHEREAS, over the next ten years, Cicero’s population increased to 85,616, but with an accompanying 
drop in the number of occupied housing units to 23,115; and 

WHEREAS, presently, Cicero’s population is estimated to be over 100,000, a forty percent increase from 
1990 or 23,000 additional people living in the same number of housing units that were available in 1990; 
and 

WHEREAS, the age of Cicero’s housing units, over 95% were constructed prior to 1970, has led to a 
large number of health and safety hazards, such as structural deficiencies in heating, plumbing, and 
electrical systems as well as the fact that the majority of these homes contain lead paint; and 
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WHEREAS, the unfortunate result of these deficiencies is a large number of families in need of 
rehabilitating their homes and a disproportionate number of Cicero children under the age of six being 
effected by lead poisoning; and 

WHEREAS, the need for housing rehabilitation in Cicero has outgrown it’s available financial resources, 
with over three hundred families on a waiting list requesting funds to rehabilitate their homes; and 

WHEREAS, during the last two years the town has used a portion of its CDBG allocation to fund an 
Emergency Assistance Program, providing funds up to $4,999 to repair a hazardous condition requiring 
immediate action to protect the health and safety of residents; and 

WHEREAS, the town’s Home Repair Program will be reinstated this year with a cap of $4,999 to assist 
homeowners who do not qualify for the Emergency Assistance Program; and 

WHEREAS, this cap results from the requirement to provide Lead Abatement in any residential 
rehabilitation project costing more than $5,000, and the lack of available local funding coupled with the 
large number of units in need of rehabilitation; and 

WHEREAS, the age of Cicero’s housing array, and the fact that many of the occupied housing units are 
severely overcrowded, has had a negative impact on the safety and livability of these units; and 

WHEREAS, complicating this significant problem is the fact that Cicero is a minority community, made 
up of approximately 85% Hispanics, and nearly 20% of its residents have incomes at or below the poverty 
level, greatly limiting their ability to afford needed housing repairs; and 

WHEREAS, since 1991, the Town of Cicero has been an integral part of the Cook County Consortium 
related to the HOME and American Dream Down Payment Initiative; and 

WHEREAS, as part of the Consortium, Cicero contributes 11.1% of the total dollar amount received by 
Cook County for these programs or about $650,000 to $700,000 annually; and 

WHEREAS, although many communities in Cook County have benefited from these housing funds, the 
Town of Cicero, with a need as great as any other community, has yet to receive any funding under these 
programs, a potential loss of some $10 million; and 

WHEREAS, Cicero is not able to keep up with the demand and need for housing rehabilitation, it is 
calling upon the County of Cook to set aside $1.5 million in HOME funds annually to the Town of Cicero 
over the next ten years, and $750 thousand thereafter; and 

WHEREAS, Cicero intends to use these dollars to increase the number of Cicero residents in need of 
housing rehabilitation to be able to do so. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, does 
hereby request the Cook County Department of Planning and Development set aside HOME funds for the 
Town of Cicero for the purpose of improving the housing conditions of its residents; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Honorable Body thanks the Town of Cicero for their 
continuing contributions to these worthwhile causes and wholeheartedly encourages their efforts at 
improving the safety and well being of its citizens.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

COOK COUNTY GREEN COURTS INITIATIVE RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, 5.3 million residents reside in Cook County, the second largest county in the nation, and 
account for 43 percent of the total population in Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, there are over 5 million court hearings in Cook County each year; and 

WHEREAS, it takes an average of 24 trees to produce one ton of office paper; and 

WHEREAS, the 41,000 attorneys in Cook County consume nearly 40,000 tons of paper each year, the 
equivalent of 1 million trees; and 

WHEREAS, it is estimated that the Office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook County (“Circuit 
Court Clerk”) processes over 40 million pieces of paper; and 

WHEREAS, the Circuit Court Clerk files over 5 million documents (not pages) each year; and 

WHEREAS, the Circuit Court Clerk currently stores over 200 million paper documents; and 

WHEREAS, the Circuit Court Clerk requires approximately 17 miles of storage which is roughly the 
distance between the Daley Center and Glenview, Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, the 2007 appropriation for document storage was 11.2 million dollars; and 

WHEREAS, other jurisdictions have reduced paper use through two primary strategies: 1) implementing 
an electronic filing system and 2) paper use reduction programs; and 

WHEREAS, a paper document filing can take up to 5 days to process but an electronic filing takes only 4 
seconds to file and saves 20 to 30 feet of paper; and 

WHEREAS, at least 20 states and the District of Columbia have adopted some form of electronic filing 
including: Arizona, California, Colorado, Delaware, Georgia, Kansas, Maryland, Michigan, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New Mexico, New York, North Carolina, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Utah, Texas, 
Virginia, Washington and Wisconsin; and 
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WHEREAS, King County, the 12th largest county in the nation, in (Seattle) Washington, is home to 1.8 
million people; and 

WHEREAS, King County employs 20,000 attorneys and implemented an electronic filing system in 
1998 that made the electronic image file the official court record; and 

WHEREAS, prior to its Electronic Court Record System (ECR), the King County Clerk’s office would 
file an average of 28,000 pages per day or 6,000 paper documents per filing transaction, enough to stack 8 
1/2 feet of paper, which amounted to 7 million pages per year; and 

WHEREAS, once the paper document is scanned onto the King County’s ECR system, the office 
“destroys” the paper document by recycling it after a 30 day period thereby significantly reducing 
document storage costs; and 

WHEREAS, the top courts in California, Montana and Florida, and some lower courts in New York, 
require the use of recycled paper for all court filings; and 

WHEREAS, the California Court rules mandate double-sided document filings in the California Court of 
Appeals and the California Supreme Court without special permission; and 

WHEREAS, the superior and municipal courts in California may allow double-sided filings upon special 
permission of the presiding judge, Deputy Clerk or Clerk of the Court; and 

WHEREAS, the numerous benefits of duplex-printed briefs, papers and other documents not only saves 
trees, but achieve greater business efficiency, saves money, requires less storage space, and reduces the 
amount of paper purchased; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Purchasing Ordinance section 10.12.6(B) states “all imprinted letterhead 
paper, copy paper, computer printer paper, and note pads used by Cook County Departments shall be 
recycled paper at least 30% of post-consumer waste”; and 

WHEREAS, on May 4, 2007, the Administrative Office of the Illinois Courts authorized the Circuit 
Court Clerk to implement a two-year voluntary electronic filing pilot program for the commercial 
litigation division; and 

WHEREAS, the Administrative Office of the Illinois Court still requires the Office of the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court to maintain the official court files in hard copy, although the Clerk has been authorized to 
keep, store and maintain electronically filed documents through the e-filing pilot program; and 

WHEREAS, a Green Courts Task Force, comprising representatives from the Chicago Bar Association, 
the Cook County Clerk of the Circuit Court and the Chief Judge’s offices, private attorneys, information 
technology representatives, and one Cook County Commissioner, has been created and is charged with 
the duty of investigating and facilitating ways to convert the Cook County court system, and ultimately 
the greater legal community, into a paperless system. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that the 
Office of the Clerk of the Cook County Circuit Court and the Office of the Chief Judge are hereby 
directed to develop a Green Courts Initiative, with the aid of the Green Courts Task Force, designed to 
develop a comprehensive paper waste reduction program that incorporates regular, systematic green 
practices in the courts; and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Green Courts Initiative should include a paper waste reduction 
program, including a comprehensive program for paper, print cartridges and other packaging materials, 
and should mandate the use of recycled-paper for all fdings, and should allow for double-sided 
documents, whenever possible; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Green Courts Task Force seeks the cooperation of the Illinois 
Supreme Court, the Administrative Office of the Illinois Court and the Circuit Court of Cook County in 
its efforts to incorporate green practices in the courts by developing a Green Courts Initiative; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Green Courts Task Force shall further encourage the Chicago 
Bar Association to create its own voluntary paper use reduction program by actively encouraging its 
members including individuals, firms, private and public entities alike to participate in such a program; 
and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court and the Office of the 
Chief Judge organize a task force to oversee the development of a permanent electronic file and serve 
system where paper files are eliminated and electronic documents become the official court record with 
the ultimate goal being to establish a paperless court system; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Green Courts Task Force should further develop support 
networks to encourage the use of a permanent electronic filing system and also seek to amend any rules, 
acts, ordinances, resolutions or other legislation necessary to support a paperless system; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Green Courts Task Force should provide a report to the Board 
no later than six months after the passage of this Resolution, and every six months after with an 
evaluation and reports of the paper waste reduction program and electronic filing system, when approved 
by the Illinois Supreme Court; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be prepared and presented to the 
Office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court, the Office of the Chief Judge, the Chicago Bar Association, the 
Illinois Supreme Court, and the Administrative Office of the Illinois Supreme Court.

WHEREAS, it is crucial that the County create an alternative retirement package in order to reduce the 
burden placed on the taxpayers by the current system; and 
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WHEREAS, a defined contribution retirement system would encourage County employees to contribute 
larger percentages to their salaries in order to yield greater benefits; and 

WHEREAS, any newly derived system should allow for greater employee involvement in investment 
decisions; and 

WHEREAS, such a system should be portable so that employees leaving County service could roll their 
benefits over to another system; and 

WHEREAS, the federal government’s adopted the Thrift Savings Plan, a portable, defined contribution 
plan for their employees in 1986, which allows participants to choose from 6 alternative funds; and which 
currently covers more than 3 million participants; and 

WHEREAS, the federal government Thrift Savings Plan allows employees to contribute up to 10% of 
their salary to their retirement fund; and 

WHEREAS, the Thrift Savings Plan has been a massive success, and currently has approximately 3 
million participants. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does 
hereby urge the Illinois General Assembly to create a new defined contribution pension system for new 
hires in Cook County modeled after the Thrift Savings Plan for federal government employees in order to 
maximize County employee involvement in their retirement programs and reduce the costs of the pension 
system for Cook County taxpayers.

WHEREAS, the foreclosure rate of homes in Cook County and across America is rapidly increasing; and 

WHEREAS, the foreclosure rate for the United States has hit the highest rate since 1986 in the Third 
Quarter, and subprime loans are the highest group of loans in foreclosure with 4.72% of the subprime 
loans in foreclosure; and 

WHEREAS, the rate of foreclosures in some Cook County neighborhoods has increased over 100% from 
2006 according to a report from the National Training and Information Center; and 

WHEREAS, the federal government is taking steps to encourage a freeze of current subprime interest 
rates, but the freeze only applies to individuals who meet specific criteria with a current subprime loan, 
and the relief is only for people who entered into a subprime loan between January 1, 2005 and July 31, 
2007, are not currently delinquent on their loan, have less than 3% equity in their property, and could not 
afford a higher interest rate; and 
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WHEREAS, the larger issue of fraudulent loans, and loans issued to people who can not repay loans “re¬ 
set” at dramatically higher rates, is not addressed; and 

WHEREAS, a bill has been introduced into Congress, the Stop Fraud Act, which specifically addresses 
the issue of mortgage fraud and subprime loans: 

1. Establishes guidelines and both criminal and civil penalties for mortgage professionals who 
knowingly issue fraudulent loans. 

2. Creates a free, searchable database for consumers to search mortgage professionals. 

3. Sets specific guidelines for lenders to follow in informing people of the details of their 
potential loan. 

4. Provides $25 million dollars in funding for local agencies and organizations to provide 
assistance to consumers or potential consumer or loans. 

WHEREAS, the Helping Families Save Their Homes in Bankruptcy Act of 2007 has also been 
introduced to Congress, the bill will update the current bankruptcy law to help more people save their 
home. The Helping Families Save Their Homes in Bankruptcy Act of 2007 amends the current 
Bankruptcy law to: 

1. Allow modification to the debtor’s primary residence loan. 

2. Waives counseling for debtor’s when foreclosure sale on their primary residence has been 
scheduled. 

3. Supports long-term mortgage restructuring that gives debtor’s a longer amount of time to 
repay. 

4. Provides extra protection of homeowners 55 and older. 

WHEREAS, in addition to the “Stop Fraud Act” and the “Helping Families Save Their Homes in 
Bankruptcy Act of 2007” the Cook County Board of Commissioners also encourages Congress to enact a 
freeze on foreclosures for homeowners who have been victimized by misleading and fraudulent loans 
from mortgage companies. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners supports 
the passage of the “Stop Fraud Act” and the “Helping Families Save Their Homes in Bankruptcy Act of 
2007” by the United States Congress; and

WHEREAS, electricity generation is responsible for the largest portion of North America's carbon 
emissions, approximately 94 percent in the United States in 2004 (the latest year for which data are 
available); and 

WHEREAS, in 2003, the carbon dioxide emissions resulting from energy consumed in U.S. buildings 
alone were greater than total carbon dioxide emissions of any country in the world except China; and 

WHEREAS, local governments, such as Cook County, are in a position to drastically reduce their carbon 
emissions, and set a precedent for other governing bodies as well as individuals; and 

WHEREAS, the National Association of Counties (NACo) is offering a one-time, beginner’s startup 
assistance program to help counties collect and enter each county building’s utility information into the 
Portfolio Manager; and 

WHEREAS, ENERGY STAR’S Portfolio Manager is a free, online tool which calculates and tracks any 
building’s energy use, water usage, and net greenhouse gas emissions; and 

WHEREAS, the Portfolio Manager is able to compare energy use of similar buildings; and 

WHEREAS, buildings are scored on a scale of 1-100, and buildings with a score of 75 or higher are 
eligible for an ENERGY STAR label; and 

WHEREAS, the top 25% of energy performing buildings in the U.S. will earn and display the ENERGY 
STAR label; and 

WHEREAS, as part of this program, NACo will: 

a. Establish a cost-free user account for the County in Portfolio Manager. 

b. Enter the county’s building information and energy data into Portfolio Manager. 

c. Teach the county how to maintain data using the Portfolio Manager. 
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WHEREAS, by participating in this program, the County will be able to: 

a. Evaluate the County’s energy use and compare various buildings’ energy use. 

b. Compare county buildings’ energy performance to buildings throughout the U.S. 

c. Easily and quickly determine utility billing errors over a period of time. 

d. Receive an ENERGY STAR rating for county buildings. 

e. Determine cost-effective strategies to improve each building’s energy use score. 

f. Receive free training and technical assistance to improve the County’s energy performance; 
and 

WHEREAS, by improving the County’s energy performance, the County will be protecting the 
environment; and 

WHEREAS, by calculating the County’s energy consumption, the County will have the opportunity to 
reduce its’ energy consumption thereby saving taxpayer dollars; and 

WHEREAS, companies have been know to save billions by reducing energy consumption, for example 
DuPont cut its climate-warming pollution by seventy-two percent since 1990, slashing $3 billion from its 
energy bills while increasing its global production by nearly a third; and

company $12 million a year, and skylights that cut utility bills by up to $70,000 per store.

WHEREAS, Illinois law (55 ILCS 5/5-1009) permits home rule units to impose "taxes not

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners has determined that a County tax not based upon 
the selling or purchase price or gross receipts from the use, sale or purchase thereof should be 
imposed upon the disposal of solid waste at any solid waste disposal facility within Cook 
County, as provided herein. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
that Chapter 74, Article XV, Sections 74-580 through 74-587 of the Cook County Code is 
hereby enacted as follows:

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY SOLID WASTE TAX 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government 
pursuant to Article VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Constitution provides that home rule units may 
exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its government 
and affairs including, but not limited to, the power to regulate for the 
protection of the public health, safety, morals and welfare; to license; to tax; 
and to incur debt; and 
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WHEREAS, Illinois law (55 ILCS 5/5-1009) permits home rule units to 
impose “taxes not based on the selling or purchase price or gross receipts 
from the use, sale or purchase of tangible personal property”; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners has determined that a County tax 
not based upon the selling or purchase price or gross receipts from the use, 
sale or purchase thereof should be imposed upon the acceptance of solid 
waste at any solid waste transfer facility within Cook County, as provided 
herein. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners that Chapter 74, Article XV, Sections 74-580 through 74-588 
of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE XV. SOLID WASTE TAX 
Sec. 74-580. Title. 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Cook County 
Solid Waste Tax.” The tax herein imposed is in addition to all other taxes 
imposed by the County of Cook, the State of Illinois or any municipal 
corporation or political subdivision thereof. 

Sec. 74-581. Definitions. 

For the purposes of this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires, 
the following words or terms shall have the meanings respectively applied to 
them: 

Department means the Department of Revenue in the Bureau of Finance 
of Cook County. 

Industrial process waste', hazardous waste', municipal waste', special 
waste', garbage; and sludge shall have the meanings ascribed to them in 
Section 513 of the Illinois Environmental Protection Act (415 ILCS 5/3 et 
seq.). 

Person means any natural individual or entity recognized by law as the 
subject of rights and duties. 

Solid Waste means any discarded or abandoned material in solid, 
semisolid, liquid or contained gaseous form, including, but not limited to, 
industrial process waste, hazardous waste, municipal waste, special waste, 
garbage, sludge from a waste treatment plant, water supply treatment plant, 
an air pollution control facility, but excludes: 

(1) Sewage collected and treated in a municipal or regional sewage 

system; or 

(2) Recycled materials. 
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Transfer Station means a site or facility that accepts solid waste for 
temporary storage or consolidation and further transfer to a solid waste 
disposal, treatment or storage facility. “Transfer station” includes a site 
where solid waste is transferred from (1) a rail carrier to a motor vehicle or 
water carrier; (2) a water carrier to a rail carrier or motor vehicle; (3) a motor 
vehicle to a rail carrier, water carrier or motor vehicle; (4) a rail carrier to a 
rail carrier, if the solid waste is removed from a rail car; or (5) a water carrier 
to a water carrier, if the solid waste is removed from a vessel. “Transfer 
station” does not include (i) a site where solid waste is not removed from the 
transfer container, or (ii) a site that accepts or receives open top units 
containing only clean construction and demolition debris, or (iii) a site that 
stores solid waste on a refuse motor vehicle or in the vehicle's detachable 
refuse receptacle for no more than 24 hours, excluding Saturdays, Sundays, 
and holidays, but only if the detachable refuse receptacle is completely 
covered or enclosed and is stored on the same site as the refuse motor vehicle 
that transported the receptacle to the site. 

Sec. 74-582. Tax imposed; exemptions. 

Effective as of and commencing on the effective date of this Ordinance, 
a tax, in addition to any and all other taxes, is imposed upon the acceptance 
of Solid Waste at any transfer station within the County of Cook. Liability 
for the payment of the tax shall be upon the owner or operator of each solid 
waste transfer station, who shall pay a tax of $.60 (60 cents) per ton of solid 
waste accepted. 

Sec. 74-583. Books and records. 

Every owner or operator of a solid waste transfer station located within 
Cook County shall maintain complete and accurate books, records and 
accounts showing the quantity of Solid Waste deposited at the facility during 
each calendar year. Such books, records and accounts shall be made 
available to the Department for examination and for audit by the Department 
upon reasonable notice and during normal business hours. 

Sec. 74-584. Rule making. 

The Department may prescribe reasonable rules, definitions, and 
regulations not inconsistent with this Ordinance necessary to carry out the 
duties imposed upon it by this Ordinance, including, but not limited to, 
reasonable procedures relating to the collection of the tax imposed by this 
ordinance. 

Sec. 74-585. Penalties. 

Any violation of this Ordinance shall be punishable by a fine of not less 
than $100.00 and not more than $1,000.00 or imprisonment for a period not 
to exceed six (6) months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Criminal 
prosecutions pursuant to this Ordinance shall in no way bar the right of Cook 
County to institute civil proceedings to recover delinquent taxes, interest and 
penalties due and owing, as well as costs incurred for such proceeding. Civil 
penalties and interest assessed pursuant to this Ordinance shall be computed 
at the rate provided by the Cook County Uniform Penalty, Interest and 
Procedures Ordinance. 
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Sec. 74-586. Severability. 

If any one or more of the provisions of this Ordinance is declared 
unconstitutional or the application thereof is held invalid, the validity of the 
remainder of this Ordinance and the application of such provisions to other 
persons and circumstances shall not be affected thereby. 

Sec. 74-587. Cook County Waste Management Fund. 

There is hereby created the Cook County Waste Management Fund. Ten 
percent of the taxes collected pursuant to the Cook County Solid Waste 
Disposal Tax Ordinance shall be deposited in the Cook County Waste 
Management Fund and shall be expended only for Waste Management 
purposes, including long-term monitoring and maintenance of transfer 
stations, planning, implementation, inspection, enforcement, operational 
expenses for personnel, equipment procurement and other activities 
consistent with the Illinois Solid Waste Management Act. 

The Cook County Board of Commissioners and the Environmental 
Control Co mm ittee shall determine how the funds are spent. It is the intent 
of this Board that there is a priority protocol, which shall be followed in 
expending these funds. The priority protocol shall apply, without ranking, to 
the following: 

1. For funding an inspection program for waste disposal facilities 
within Cook County (and all litigation related thereto that may 
arise from time-to-time); 

2. For funding the updating of the Cook County Solid Waste Plan 
on a five year interval as mandated by the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency; 

3. For the funding of performance based contracts and the 
associated fees to conduct waste and recycling audits; 

4. For the funding of the activities as designated by the Cook 
County Solid Waste Management Coordinating Committee in an 
effort to initiate a comprehensive waste management plan for all 
of suburban Cook County and its residents; 

5. For funding other waste management purposes as designated in 
the Waste Fee Ordinance. 

The Cook County Comptroller and the Cook County Treasurer shall 
manage said Fund in accordance with existing Cook County Board financial 
management policies and procedures. 

Sec. 74-588. Effective date. 

This Ordinance shall take effect and be in force upon enactment.
